The  continued  complaints  in. regard  to 
the  arbitrary  conduct  of  the  sanitary  author- 
ities of  this  port  are  certainly  deserving  of 
serious  attention.     We  know  that  their  tasks 
and  responsibilities  are  not  ol  the  lightest 
character,    and   that  sometimes  the  prompt 
exercise  of  authority  on  their  part  may  save 
the  public    front    real    danger,     but    under 
normal    conditions   there  can    be    no    ad- 
vantage to  the  public  in  their  exercising  an 
irresponsible   power  in  matters  of  ordinary 
character  and  importance.     A  few  days  since 
the  board   uf  health   issued  an    injunction 
against  the  employment  of  a  certain  treatment 
of  lung  diseases  by  an  old  and  well  known 
foreign  physician  of  the  city,  and  threatened 
the    druggist   with   prosecution  ir  he    filled 
any  more  prescriptions  of  this  character— 
and  all  this  notwithstanding  the  recognized 
standing    ol   the   physician,   tin:  use  ol  the 
said  remedies  by  distinguished  practitioners 
abroad,  and  the  good  results  already  record- 
ed in  their  employment  here.     The  prepara- 
tion   of  the  medicines  being  a  secret,    the 
board   of  health    arbitrarily  prohibits  their 
further  employment  in  Ibis  country,  just  as 
it  once  prohibited  Hie  sale  ol  one  of  the  besl 
known    "pain-killers"    in    the    world  a  lew 
years  ago,  because  the  manufacturers  would 
not  deliver  up  Ihe  recipe.      This  is  not  only 
unjust,    but    it    is    simply    puerile.     The 
greatest  hardships,   however,    fall   upon  the 
importers  of  tood  products,  wines,  beer,  etc., 
who  are  being    continually    subjected    to 

heavy  losses  Irom  Ihe  arbitrary  authority 
exercised  by  the  board  of  health.  Some 
time  since  a  firm  of  this  city  look  con- 
siderable trouble  and  incurred  much  expense 
to  introduce  a  certain  light  beer  which  is 
widely  known  and  consumed  in  ihe  United 
States.  On  the  arrival  ol  a  second  con- 
signment a  short  time  since,  a  slight  acid 
reaction  was  obtained  in  the  rough  test  for 
salicylic  acid,  whereupon  the  whole  lot  was 
dumped  into  die  bay.  And  lo  make  the 
matter  worse,  the  importer  was  compelled 
to  pay  the  duties  on  the  beer  before  it  was 
condemned  I  This,  we  submit,  is  grossly 
unjust.  Some  of  these  days  the  mercantile 
classes  of  this  city  will  get  tired  of  being 
robbed  in  this  way.  and  may  sec  lit  to 
dump  the  board  of  health  itself  into  Ihe  bay. 
If  the  government  must  give  so  large  a 
discretionary  power  to  this  board,  then  some 
recourse  should  be  provided  for  an  appeal 
against    ils    arbitrary    decisions 


One  of  our  esteemed  contemporaries  is 
publishing  a   series  of  articles  on    "Life  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro,"  probably  descriptive  of  the 
lile  and  gossip  of   Rua  do    Ouvidor  on  a 
pleasant  afternoon.     The  real   life  oT  this 
city,  however,  will  be  very  lightly  touched. 
Its  vices  and  scandals  are  delicious  morsels 
for    private  gossip  and  an  occasional  item 
in  the  newspapers,  but  it  never  gets  beyond 
the  stage  of  sensationalism,    the  spice  with 
which   idle    people    season    their    fatiguing 
efforts    at   conversation.      To    go    to    the 
bottom  or  the  false  and  vicious   life  of  this 
city,  to  expose  and  condemn  the  follies  and 
corruptions  which  underlie  society,  to  sweep 
ay  the  specious   network    of  falsehood 
and  pretense  which  covers  customs,   privil- 
eges and   ideas  so  base  that    one  can  mil 
speak  of  them  in  public  in  explicit  terms— 
to  do  all  this  is  a  task  which   few  men  will 
dare   undertake.     Life  in    Rio   de  Janeiro 
may  be  spoken  ol   in  the  club-room,   bill  it 
will  never  be  described  fully  and  fearlessly 
in  print.     Much  as  we  object  to    the  dis- 
cusion  of  subjects  in  the  public  press  which 
men  ami  women  may  not  talk  over  together 
in  the   drawing-room,  we  can  not  help  re- 
gretting that  the  follies  and  vices  of  this  city 
may  not  be  described  and  denounced  in  the 
strongest  language  that  the  editor  can  com- 
mand.    Exposure  is  a  punishment  which 
profligates   and  criminals   fear   even    more 
than  the  operations  of  the  law,  and  if  their 
daily  lives  were  held  up  to  the  public  gaze 
they  would  not  dare  to  sland  their  ground 
for  a  moment.     We  readily  admit  the  prev- 
alence of  vice  and  crime  in  all  the  great 
cities  of  the  world,    but   in   few  places,  if 
any,  are  they  ignored,  indulged,  or  openly 
proteced  to  the  extent  that  they  are  here  in 
Rio  de  Janeiro.     Not  only  does  the  law  fail 
to  repress    these  vices  which   have  so   un- 
dermined the  social,  political  and  business 
lile  of  this  city,    but  society  itself  ignores 
them  and  opens   its   doors   wide  to    those 
whose   daily    life    is    a    violation    of   every 
principle  of  morals  ami  social  relationship. 
In   fuel,  and  notwithstanding   the  common 
habit  ol   talking  "molality"  in  and    mil  of 
season,  there   is  practically   no   standard  of 
moral   principle   and  conduct   enforced    in 
this  city.     We  will  not  extent!  lliis  assertion 
so  far  as  to  include  every  private  individual 
and  everj-  private  circle,  for  that  would  be 
unjust  and  untrue;   but  tvhen   we  see  them 
daily  ignoring  open  vices  and  crimes  which 
are  elsewhere  severely  punished  we  can  not 
hold  them   wholly  blameless.     There  is  no

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The  peculiar  position  of  our  exchange 
market,  where  we  have  seen  bank  bills  on 
London  and  commercial  sterling  reported 
at  the  same  rate,  should  attract  attention. 
This  feature  in  the  market  is  further  accent- 
uated by    the  (act  thai  the  foreign  banks 
appear  to  have  been  purchasers  of  exchange 
anil    the   native    institutions   are   drawing. 
The  Rio  exchange  market  is  so  entirely  out- 
side ol  the  usual  rules  applied   to  foreign 
exchanges  that  exporters  and  importers  take 
hut  little  interest  in   anything  beyond   the 
rale,    when   they  are    obliged    to  draw  and 
take,     This  is  eminently  sensible,  for  it  is 
evident  that  exchange   rates   in  Brazil   have 
become  very  arbitrary,  and  affected  by  in- 
fluences  that  would    be   ignored    in    more 
important   markets.     A    rate    of    271/   on 
London  has  been  the  golden  dream  of  the 
majority  of  Brazilians  who  profess  lo  study 
political  economy.     That  a  debt  of8jS8oo 
-hould  be  liquidated   by   the  lender  of  a 
gold  sovereign  has  been   the  constant  hope 
ol  the  statesmen  and  journalists  of  Brazil.

with  the  foreign  importer.     It  must  be  re- 
called that  the  most  strenuous  efforts  have 
been   made    to.   establish   manufactures  in 
Brazil.     Mill  properties   have  received  cer- 
tain favors  in  the  way  of  taxation  in    the 
introduction  of  their  machinery,  and  abund- 
ant  florid    encouragement   from    the    local 
press.     The   moment,    however,    that    the 
rate    of    exchange   advances   to  par,    these 
same  never-sufficiently-petted  manufactures 
cry  out   that   they   are   being  ruined,   and 
appeal  for  further  protection  for  their  threat- 
ened  interests.     Only  absolute  and  entire 
prohibition  upon  the  importation  of  foreign 
goods    can    ever   satisfy    this    class   of    the 
"national  industry."     If  import  duties   are 
to  be  raised  with  successive  advances  in  the 
specie  value   of  one  milrcis,  the   position  of 
the  importer  will  become  intolerable.    Take 
another  side.     Are  the  planters,  the  enfants 
gate's  of  Brazilian  legislators,  favored  by  this 
high   rate  of  exchange?    An   extract    we 
print  elsewhere  shows  that  sugar  planters  do 
not  clearly  appreciate    ihe   advantages    of 
selling   their  sugars  at  prices  that  will  not 
meet  transportation   expenses,  because  ex- 
change has  advanced,  and  may  even  cease 
grinding  cane.     If  coffee  has  not  suffered, 
this  is  directly  attributable   to  the  unique 
position  Brazil  holds  in  the  markets  of  flic- 
world.     Every  other  of  her  products  that 
meets  foreign  competition  must  suffer.    Are 
the  consumers   deriving   any    benefit  from 
exchange  at  par  ?    We  touch  on  this  subject 
with  diffidence,  but  do  not  hesilate  to  declare 
that  meat  and  bread,  boots  and  clothing,  in 
fact  food  anil  clothing,  are  no  cheaper  with 
exchange  at  270',  than  they  were  at  22^ or 
even    lower.     Who    can    blame   the    retail 
dealer  for  availing  of  a  little  spurt  to  increase 
his    profit    on    bread    made    from    foreign 
Hour,    on    imported    boots    and    hals    and 
cloths?    No  one  surely  1    We  further  ques- 
tion if  there  is  a  foreigner  in  Brazil  who 
could  honestly  declare  that  there  has  been 
such  an  improvement  in  the  intrinsic  value 
of  the  currency  as  lo  make  8,890$  in  paper 
worth  1,000  sovereigns.  It  is  almost  absurd. 
Every  one  recognizes  the  law  of  supply  and 
demand,  which  applies  lo  money  as  well  as 
to  merchandise.  Exporters  require  Brazilian 
currency  10  pay  for  their  purchases,  and  the 
supply   not    equalling   the   demand,  such 
anomalies   arise    as    one    milrcis    in  paper 
selling  lot  more  than  its  legal  value  in  gold. 
A  man  drawing  an  income  in  gold  absolutely 
possesses   less  purchasing    power    than    he 
who   receives  his  income  in   irredeemable 
promises    to    pay  I     Some   one   must  gain 
under  this  condition  of  exchange.     It  is 
neither    the    protected    manufacturer,    the 
planter,  nor  the  consumer ;  it  must  there- 
fore he  sought  for  elsewhere.      Importers  do 
not  avail  largely  of  an  advance;  business  is 
close  and  dealers  are  cognizant  of  exchange 
fluctuations,  when  these  tend  upwards.  Re- 
tailers derive  some  benefit,   no  doubt,   but 
die  great  advantage  lies  with  the  Treasury. 
The   annual    vote    for    "differences  in   ex- 
change" disappears  with  rates  at   par,  and 
the  minister  of  finance  may  "balance  his 
budget"  with  a  light  heart.     But  does  this 
wiping   out   of   "differences  in    exchange" 
mean    a    reduction    in    taxation?     Does  it 
not    rather   mean   a    period    of   incurring 
further  engagements  dial  must  be  a  heavy 
load   on  the  country?     Exchange  at  27  d 
is  not  an  unmixed  cause  for  patriotic  effu- 
sions and  allusions  to  the  growth   of   Ihe 
empire.     The   present  condition  of  adairs 
in   Brazil   is  not  healthy  ;   the  importation 
of  large  amounts  of  foreign    capital    have 
not  been  so  much   an  improvement  for  the 
future  welfare  of  the  empire,  as  the  absorb- 
tion    by  this  foreign    money    of  enterprises 
that  promised  more  or  less  favorable  results; 
and    the  interest   on    this   foreign    money 
must    be    remitted.     We   agree   that   it   is 
quite  possible  that  our  means   of  meeting 
these    constantly    increased    demands    oil 


exports  may  also  increase;  how  long  the 
means  will  require  to  meet  the  demands  is 
the  serious  question.  Brazil  is  far  from 
"over  the  fence,"  and  it  is  nothing  more 
than  childish  to  claim,  as  we  have  seen 
it  claimed,  thai  the  country  is  in  a  position 
to  resume  specie  payments.  There  is  noth- 
ing solid  in  the  position,  and  thoughtful 
persons,  we  are  sure,  will  agree  with  us  in 
this  assertion,

Legislative  Notes. 


Odokr  12.—  In  the  Senate  Visconde  do  Cruzeiro 
airaiii  had  remarks  to  offer  on  (he  gas  qnestion, 
niid  presented  various  questions  as  to  dividends, 
elc  relative  to  the  company.  Senator  joao  Al- 
fredo, president  of  the  council,  m<ule  an  exceed- 
ingly energetic  [perhaps  rather  loo  energetic]  reply 
to  Senator  Lafayette's  speech  of  yesterday  ;  the 
premier  complains  of  the  exceedingly  gloomy  view 
of  the  position  of  llie  empire  taken  by  his  opponent, 
thai  the  ideas  will  be  spread  all  over  Europe  in 
detriment  to  immigration  for  Brazil,  and  can  form 
but  one  deduction  from  Sr.  Lafayette's  speech— 
slavery  must  be  re-constituted  in  the  empire. 
Senators  Visconde  de  Ouro  Prelo  and  Leao  Velloso 
also  spoke,  the  latter  for  the  purpose  of  permitting 
Senator  Lafayette  to  reply  to  the  premier.  In  (he 
Chamber,  Deputy  Mancio  Riheiro,  a  priest,  direct- 
ed some  very  strong  remarks  to  Senator  Silveira 
Martins,  who  appears  to  the  clerical  deputy  to  be 
little  more  than  a  clown.  Deputy  Roctrigites 
Peixoto  presented  the  project  of  a  law  of  limita- 
tions affecting  debts  due  the  government.  Dep- 
uties  Almeida  Nogueira,  Pedro  Luiz  and  Mac 
Dowel!  discussed  the .  bill  for  the  abatement  of 
vagabondage;  the  first  defending  tile  bill,  the 
second  opposing  it,  and  the  last  pointing  out  what 
he  considers  its  defects. 

October  13.—  In  the  Senate  Sr.  Candido  de  Oli- 
veira  denied  that  he  was  to  fight  a  duel  with  an 
Italian  immigration  agent.  Senator  Avila  occupied 
a  column  of  the  fornal  do  Co'iimercio  in  hammer- 
ing at  the  gas  company.  Senator  Lafayette  pro- 
ceeded to  reply  to  the  premier's  speech  of  yesterday, 
The  senator's  remarks  were  very  energetic  and 
extremely  personal.  In  fact  the  debate  has  been  of 
little  advantage  to  the  nation,  or  to  any  one  con- 
cerned in  it,  Had  temper  lias  been  shown  on  both 
sides.  The  only  interested  parlies  have  been  the 
spectators,  who  have  a  morbid  desire  to  see  two 
senators  figure  as  gladiators.  In  the  Chamber 
there  was  no  session. 

October  15.  —  In  the  Senate  Sr.  Candido  de  Oli- 
veira,  in  asking  for  information  as  to  disturbances 
in  the  province  of  Miuas  Geraes,  gave  a  very 
gloomy  account  of  the  outlook  for  the  country. 
The  premier  replied  shortly  and  advised  the  pre- 
ceding speaker  to  have  a  little  patience;  the  con- 
stant references  to  disturbances,  republicanism,  etc., 
was  the  necessary  rough  water  created  by  the  storm 
of  May  13th.  but  he  saw  no  reasons  to  be  appre- 
hensive. In  the  Chamber  Deputy  Milton  made  an 
energetic  request  for  information  as  to  the  liahin 
harbor  improvements;  the  Bahia  deputies  will  be 
going  home  soon,  and  desire  [0  take  a  solution  of 
this  question  along  with  them.  Bahla  provincial 
affairs  then  occupied  some  little  time.  The  session 
was  entirely  devoid  of  interest. 

October  16. — In  Lhe  Senate  the  minister  of  agri- 
culture made  a  short  and  sharp  reply  to  remarks 
made  by  Senator  Candido  de  Oliveira.  Senator 
Silveira  Martins  made  a  somewhat  rambling  speech 
in  which  he  advocated  the  introduction  of  Chinese 
coolies,  and  replied  to  criticisms  made  in  the 
Chamber  of  Deputies  on  his  personal  record.  The 
estimates  of  the  department  of  agriculture  very 
much  amended  passed  second  discussion,  In  the 
Chamber  Deputy  Ai'anjo  Goes  objected  to  a  gov- 
.  eminent  emissary  bringing  precious  documents 
from  Ballia  to  Rio.  Deputies  Mac  Dowell  and 
Ratisbona  occupied  the  rest  of  the  session  in  dis- 
cussing   the     government     project     against     vag-

October  r?.—U\  the  Senate  Sr.  Candido  de  Oli- 
veira made  a  reply  to  the  minister  of  agriculture's 
speech  of  yesterday,  and  described  himself,  more 
or  less,  as  the  son  of  poor  and  honest  parents  who 
had  to  work  for  a  living,  while  the  minister  was  a 
descendent  of  King  Coffee.  The  speech  was  quer- 
ulous, and  charging  the  minister  with  paying  no 
attention  to  the  Minas  senator's  remarks;  "squat- 
ting" on  lands  in  S.  Paulo  was  the  professed  text 
of  the  speech.  Senator  Avila  had  not  quite  ex- 
hausted the  subject  of  the  gas  company,  winch  he 
proposes  to  carry  to  the  infinite  (textual).  .  Senator 
Avila  discussed  the  budget  (expenses);  he  ac- 
knowledged lie  was  noL  an  expert  in  finances,  and 
his  Speech  was  more  political  than  financial,  but 
ihe  senator  occupied  all  the  session,  in  the  Cham- 
ber l lie  session  was  of  no  general  interest  whatever. 
October  18.—  The  decree  proroguing  the  session 
to  the  31st  insl.  was  published.  In  the  Senate 
there  was  no  session.  In  the  Chamber  Deputy 
Coellio  Rodrigues  complained  that  absentees  were 
declared  present  when  necessary  to  form  aquornm. 
The  secretary  said  the  reclaimant  had  declared  be 
was  present,  although  he  does  not  appear  to  have 
replied  to  the  roll  call.  Deputy  Fernandes  da 
Ciinha  made  a  speech  011  Bahia  provincial  affairs, 
during  which  he  is  reported  to  have  used  many 
beautiful  rhetorical  figures.  The  project  for  the 
opening  of  various  streets  in  Rio  was  finally  passed. 
Deputies  Nabuco  and  Andrade  Figucira  spoke  011 
the  Senale  amendments  to  the  foreign  affairs' 
estimates;  the  former  advocating  arbitration  in 
international  squabbles,  and  particularly  as  to  the 
solution  of  the  boundary  questions  between  Brazil 
and  the  Argentine  Republic,  and  also  referring  to 
the  delay  in  discussing  the  freedom  of  religion  bill; 
the  latter  objecting  to  arbitration,  which  is  not 
always  possible,  and  to  the  free  religion  law  as  un- 
necessaiy  and  moreover  an  attack  upon  one  of'  the 
articles  of  the  Constitution.  The  opposition  of 
Sr.  Andrade  Figueira  is  said  to  explain  the  little 
interest  the  government  lias  shown  in  the  matter. 
Deputy  Pedro  Luiz  also  made  some  remarks. 
October  i9.—  In  the  Senate  Sr.'  Candido  de  Oli- 
,  veira  repealed  bis  request  lor  information  regarding 
the  contract  between  the  government  and  the  Bank 
of  Brazil,  and  the  premier  explained  that  the 
matter  was  not  ill  a  condition  for'  publication. 
Senator  Silveira  Marlins  made  inquiries  regarding 
Sta.  Catharina  provincial  affairs  and  the  premier 
replied.  Senator  Belisario  addressed  various  per- 
tinent questions  lo  die  premier  as  to  the  opening  of 
a  credit  by  the  government  in  London  for  £  1,000,- 
000  for  account  of  a  banker.  The  last  loan, 
although  negotiated  on  favorable  terms,  should 
have  been  delayed,  for  it  might  have  been  placed 
at  par,  and  the  Treasury  did'  not  need  the  money 
.  at  once.  He  classifies  the  contract  with  the  Bank 
of  Brazil  to  aid  agriculture  as  illegal  and  inef- 
ficacious, and    desires  lo   know  the   future  policy  of 


the  government  for  the  necessary  security  of  the 
prosperity  of  the  nation.  The  premier  in  reply 
said  it  was  true  that  the  government  bad  bad  a 
credit  opened,  but  in  this  he  had  followed  in  the 
footsteps  of  bis  predecessor  [Sr.  Belisario]  who 
had  also  opened  a  credit;  the  latter  had  not 
required  to  use  it,  and  the  speaker  might  also  be 
mistaken  in  bis  action.  Upon  taking  office  various 
schemes  were  proposed  to  him  for  maintaining  a 
high  rate  ol  exchange;  he  did  not  comprehend  this 
advice  of  officious  gentlemen.  In  fact  exchange 
was^  falling  and  the  speaker  under  the  pressure  of 
an  imperious  reason,  which  can  only  be  confi- 
dentially revealed,  bad  no  recourse  but  to  open  the 
credit.  The  loan  was  placed  under  favorable  cir- 
cumstances. Sr.  Belisario  was  informed  of  its 
negotiation  and  offered  no  objections;  if  the  mar- 
kets continued  to  improve,  the  speaker  could  not 
have  foreseen  this.  The  Treasury  was  not  in  the 
easy  condition  described;  demands  on  it  existed 
although  not  pressing.  To  await  pressure  before 
placing  the  loan  would  have  been  bad  policy.  As 
soon  as  the  loan  was  effected  his  first  idea  was  to 
retire  Treasury  bills,  but  he  foresaw  a  possible 
drop  in  exchange  by  the  entry  of  large  sums  of 
money  into  the  country.  He  came  to  an  under- 
standing with  the  Rank  of  Brazil  to  which  he  com- 
municated the  negotiation  of  the  loan  in  London, 
a  part  of  which  was  deslined  In  consolidate  the 
floating  debt,  and  he  proposed  the  establishment  of 
a  certain  rale  at  which  the  bank  could  draw  with 
complete  freedom  but  carefully.  To  the  re-pay- 
ment  of  the  Treasury  bills  was  destined  all  the 
revenue  collected  here,  and  in  Loudon  such  a  sum 
was  to  be  reserved  as  would  keep  the  Treasury  out 
of  the  exchange  market.  Estimates  were  made 
and  a  result  reached  very  different  front  the  loss  ol 
5,000,000$  to-day  discovered  by  Sr.  Belisario.  He 
demonstrated  that  at  the  lime  the  sale  of  private 
companies  could  not  be  foreseen;  that  the  credit  of 
Brazil  would  permit  comparison  with  that  of  any 
other  nation,  and  Ihe  references  of  Sr.  Belisario  lo 
loans  10  British  colonies  were  irrelative,  for  they 
represented  loans  from  British  capilalisls  lo  Eng- 
land. In  the  Chamber,  the  estimates  of  the 
department  of  foreign  affairs  were  finally  passed. 
Deputies  Mac  Dowell  and  Ratisbo'na  discussed  the 
bill  for  the  suppression  ol  vagabondage. 

Oetobo  20. — In  the  Senate  Sr.  Taunay  again 
strongly  opposed  the  introduction  of  Chinese 
coolies.  The  premier  concluded  bis  reply  to 
.Senator  Belisario's  criticisms  on  ihe  direction  of 
financial  affairs,  and  Visconde  de  Ouro  Prelo  also 
spoke;  the  latter  desires  cereals  and  boots  pro- 
tected.    In  ihe  Chamber  there  was  no  session.

—An  assassin  named  Messias  was  captured  near

—It  is  reported  that  the  Campinas  water  works 
and  drainage  company  is  negotiating  a  loan  of 
about  2,000,000$  in  this  city. 

— Spurious  2$ooo  coins  have  made  their  appear- 
ance at  Campinas.  This  locality  is  becoming 
notorious  for  its  counterfeiting  enterprises. 

— A  credit  of  1,000,000$  has  been  opened  in  the 
S.  Paulo  provincial  treasury  to  meet  immigration 
expenses  up  to  the  end  of  the  current  year. 

— The  predial  tax  assessors  of  Campinas,  Sao 
Paulo,  report  the  construction  of  something  over 
400  buildings  in  that  city  during  ihe  last  two  years. 

—There  are  at  present  2,300  persons  living  on 
the  penal  island  of  Fernando  de  Noronlia,  of  which 
1,410  are  prisoners.  The  cost  of  maintaining  this 
penal  colony  in  1887  was  374,594^865. 

—The  September  receipts  of  Ihe  Sao  Paulo  post- 
office  were  13,434$450  for  the  city  and  33,1295470 
for  the  rest  of  the  province,  against  n,072$46o  and 
28,484240  respectively  in  the  same  month  of  last 
year. 

—The  planters  of  S.  Fidelis,  province  of  Rio  dc 
Janeiro,  have  finally  decided  that  the  introduction 
of  immigrants  will  be  useful  lo  their  district.  The 
S.  Fidelis  planters  are  slow,  but  appear  lo  be  un- 
commonly sure. 

—One  individual  in  the  province  ol  Rio  de  Ja- 
neiro has  recently  been  authorized  lo  introduce  100 
families  of  immigrants.  This  is  going  in  whole- 
sale, but  the  authorities  must  he  satisfied  that  the 
parly  can  care  for  so  large  a  number. 

—Trouble  has  arisen  in  Minas  over  a  concession 
to  a  private  parly  for  the  introduction  of  500  fam- 
ilies of  immigrants,  which  the  provincial  immigra- 
tion society  denounces  as  an'  infraction  of  ils 
contract.  The  concession  has  been  recalled,  but 
(he  discussion  is  going  on. 

—According  to  a  paper  published  at  S.  Joao 
d'El-Rei,  Minas  Geraes,  an  anaconda  was  recently 
captured  alive  in  the  Serra  do  Lenheiro  measuring 
15  metres  [49.2  leet]  in  length,  and  50  centimetres 
[20.68  inches]  in  circumference  at  the  largest  part 
of  its  body.  That  is  either  a  big  snake,  or  a  big 
story,  we  are  unable  to  decide  which.

—Gambling  has  been  prohibited  in  all  public 
places  [hotels,  business  houses,  etc.]  in  the  city  of 
Ouro  Pretn,  Minas  Geraes. 

—The  immigrant  arrivals  at  the  Sao  Paulo  kos- 
pedaita  during  the  month  of  September  numbered 
4,676,  of  which  3,746  were  Italians. 

— Santos  is  10  have  another  daily  after  the  1st 
proximo.  The  new  organ  of  simplicity  is  to  be 
known  as  ihe  Gmeta  da  Tmde, 

—The  Para  exports  in  September  included  978,- 
626  kilos  of  rubber,  243,233  kilos  of  cacao,  31.593 
kilos  of  tobacco,  and  88,385  kilos  of piraatrti  [fish], 

— Tiie  official  valuation  (pauta)  of  exporls  in 
Miuas  next  month  will  be:  coffee ■  18.6  reis,  man- 
ufactured tobacco  15  reis  and  tobacco  in  rolls  12  reis 
per  kilogramme. 

—There  were  243  deaths  in  Para  during  the 
month  of  September,  of  which  87  were  from  small- 
pox, II  from  yellow  fever  and  8  from  berhben.  Of 
the  total  number,  126  were  of  indigent  persons. 

— The  export  of  oranges  from  Ceara  lo  Europe 
is  said  to  be  steadily  increasing.  'Phis  is  an  in- 
dustry which  ought  lo  be  encouraged  as  the  ex- 
tensive planting  of  orange  orchards  would  help  lo 
modify  the  climate. 

—'Phe  total  exports  of  the  province  of  Amazonas 
in  18S6-S7  amounted  to  an  official  value  of  15,092,- 
154^516,  upon  which  the  province  collected  1,274,- 
905^628  in  taxes.  Besides  this  the  Amazon  Nav- 
igation Co.  collected  an  additional  tax  of  3%  on  all 
the  articles  exported. 

—  The  representatives  of  the  Italian  societies  of 
S.  Paulo  have  sent  down  congratulations  to  Senator 
Candido  de  Oliveira  for  his  attack  on  the  emigra- 
tion agent  d'Alri,  and  at  the  same  lime  beg  him 
not  to  expose  bis  precious'  life  in  a  duel  with  that 
objectionable  personage.

—'Phe  Di'ario  de  Minas,  ol  Juiz  de  Fora,  says 
thai  there  is  an  old  lady,  90  years  of  age,  living  in 
Pombn,  Minas  Geraes,  who  has  abstained  from 
drinking  water  for  66  years.  She  enjoys  good 
health,  and  still  works  like  a  younger  woman.

—A  Miuas  nobleman,  known  as  Barao  do  Serro, 
has  renounced  his  title  and  joined  the  republicans. 
If  we  mistake  not,  he  was  raised  to  the  nobility  lor 
his  services  in  connection  with  the  S.  Cyriaco  gold 
mine,  in  which  a  large  amount  of  foreign  capital

-The  traffic  receipts  of  the  Minas  and  Rio 
railway  for  the  first  hall"  of  the  current  year  were 
388,5i9$020,  and  expenses  26l,440$3ro,  leaving  a 
balance  of  I27440$3I0.

this  half  year. 

-The  Sao  Paulo  company  is  constructing  an 
iron  viaduct  across  ils  lines  to  conned  Run  do  lion, 
Retiro  with  the  city.  This  is  the  final  outcome  of 
the  old  Run  Helvetia  controversy  of  some  two  or 
three  years  ago.  On  the  morning  of  the  21st, 
however,  a  mob  gathered  at  the  place,  tore  down 
fences  and  ihe  foundations  of  the  new  bridge  and 
then  proceeded  to  open  a  streel  across  Ihe  railway 
track  on  the  level.  The  police  finally  appeared 
and  stopped  the  work  ol  destruction. 

—On  the  19th  the  directory  of  ihe  Gran  PajA 
(Petropolis)  railway  notified  the  debenture  holders 
that  these  are  payable  on  November  2nd  nexi 
upon  which  date  interest  will  cease.  The  first 
issue,  6  per  cent,  bonds,  will  receive  io2$22o  per 
100$  bond  and  the  second  i-sue,  7  per  cent,  bonds 
zoi$26o  per  200$  bond.  These  payments  include 
accrued  interest,  and  Ihe  company  threatens  that 
the  money  of  those  who  do  not  present  their  de 
benliires  up  lo  the  lime  marked,  will  be  found  in 
the  Ireasury.  The  probability  is  that  few  bond- 
holders will  resist  this  intimation. 


— Considerable  opposition  is  springing  up  among 
Petropolis  residents  against  the  rumored  intention 
of  the  English  company  to  suspend  the  steamer 
service  between  this  city  and  Maud. 

— The  Barao  de  Araruama,  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
company  have  signed  a  contract  for  the  extension 
to  Rio  Grande,  50  kilometres  in  length,  at  a  total 
expense  of  1.401,000$.  The  extension  must  be 
completed  within  14  months. 

—The  Rio  das  Flores  railway  has  negotiated 
with  the  Banco  Internacional  a  debenture  loan  of 
370,000$  at  7  per  cent,  interest  and  2  %  per  cent 
sinking  fund.

—The  S.  Carlos  do  Pinhal  stockholders  held  a 
meeting  in  Sao  Paulo  on  the  171b  inst.  at  which  it 
was  unanimously  resolved  to  accept  the  bases 
reported  by  a  special  committee  for  a  fusion  with 
the  Paulista  company.  Negotiations  for  a  fusion 
with  the  Ituana  hue  were  also  authorized,  A  div- 
idend of  6$2oo  per  share  Tor  the  first  half  of  the 
current  year  was  declared. 

—The  minister  of  agriculture  has  recommended 
ihe  projectors  and  surveyors  of  the  projected 
Pernambuco,  Santa  Fe  anil  Valparaiso  railway  to 
the  good  offices  of  ihe  presidents  of  the  several 
provinces  through  which  ihe  line  is  to  pass.

—The  board  of  health  1ms  seized  a  lot  o(  Amer- 
ican Iar<t  for  analysts. 

—The  Bolivian  representative  has  been  with- 
drawn  from  Paraguay,  and  a  conflict  at  arms  is 
anticipated. 

—The  agitation  lor  shop-closing  on  Sundays  and 
holidays  is  gaining  ground  in  Rio;  and  quile  right 
ion.  S.  Paulo  has  set  the  example,  anoVRiO  must 
follow. 

—On  the  roth  inst,  the  minister  of  finance  not- 
ified Treasury  officials  that  vessels  helongtng  to  the 
Royal  Yacht  Squadron  were  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of  men-of-war. 

— Robberies  of  merchandise  from  lighters  in  the 
custom-house  basin  continue  unchecked.  The  auth- 
orities not  only  fail  to  protect  the  importer,  but 
actually  fine  him  for  the  missing  goods. 

—We  are  glad  to  note  tiiat  Deputy  Aristides 
Spinola  has  returned  to  help  close  up  parliamentary 
business.  It  will  need  still  more  assistance,  per- 
haps muscular,  to  yet  the  chambers  to  settle  up 
and  quit  talking. 

—  Rabid  dogs  are,  appearing  in  our  West  End, 
Botafogo.  Now  let  them  bite  a  few  municipal 
fiscals,  and  we  will  see  such  a  raid  on  the  brutes 
that  it  will  make  the  weariest  eye  light  up  with 
enthusiasm. 

—There  are  at  present  some  15  cotton  factories 
within  the.municipal  limits  of  this  capital,  running 
4,000  looms  and  employing  about  6,ooo  operatives, 
The  Jornal  places  the  capital  employed  in  these 
enterprises  at  something  over  20,000,000$. 

—A  doctor  here  has  discovered  a  remedy  for 
rheumatism  which  he  has  called  "Elixir  of  Negro 
Head."  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  its  preparation  is 
not  to  produce  a  demand  for  the  caputs  of  Sr.  Joan 
Alfredo's  freedinen.  Willi  the  agitation  for  in- 
demnity, the  name  seems  ominous. 

—We  are  Informed  that  there  has  arisen  quite  a 
demand  from  planters  for  burglar-proof  safes. 
This  is  a  curious  result  of  the  utter  ruination  of  the 
planting  interest,  for  they  would  hardly  buy  safes 
to  keep  nothing  in,  and  safes  are  not  generally 
considered  necessary  articles  (or  mendicants. 

— Before  »ur  next  issue  Dr.  Lopes  Trovao,  who 
is  described  as  a  distinguished  republican,  lately 
resident  in  France,  will  have  arrived  on  our 
shores.  There  will  he  no  salve  hoisted  to  welcome 
him  on  the  Sugar-Loaf,  but  he  is  to  get  a  satin 
edition  of  a  commemoration  of  his  arrival  from 
Campinas,  S.  Paulo. 

—Among  the  arrivals  by  the  American  mail 
steamer  Advance  was  Com.  James  H.  Gillis,  U.  S. 
N.,  who  comes  to  relieve  Admiral  D.  L.  Braine, 
who  has  been  in  command  of  the  South  Atlantic 
squadron  for  the  last  two  years.  Acting  Admiral 
Gillis  hoisted  bis  ensign  on  the  Swatara  on  the 
23rd  We  hear  that  Admiral  Braine  returns  home 
on  the  Advance. 

—  Punch  has  shown  us  the  dangers  of  shooting 
in  company  with  Frenchmen,  but  when  Figaro  says 
35.000  French  sportsmen  have  been  killed  in  30 
years,  we  are  really  upset.  In  France  they  must 
kill  each  other  when  out  a -shooting  just  for  the  fun 
of  the  thing.  Von  may  miss  a  partridge,  pheasant, 
or  hare,  but  with  a  tolerably  steady  arm  one  should 
not  miss  his  companion. 

—Telegrams  published  here  on  the  21st  say  that 
the  Bolivian  representative  at  Asuncion,  Paraguay, 
had  demanded  his  passports.  Paraguay  appears  to 
have  been  rather  precipitate  in  causing  the  possible 
quarrel.  The  Bolivian  president  appears  to  have 
succeeded  in  pulling  down  the  revolution  in  his 
country,  and  it  now  would  serve  Paraguay  right 
were  Bolivia  to  give  it  a  good  "spanking." 

— The  Brazilian  pianist,  Queiroz,  has  had  a 
complete  success  in  Buenos  Aires.  We  could  ex- 
port a  few  more  of  these  products  of  native 
industry,  if  it  will  be  of  any  use  in  cementing  the 
brotherly  ties  between  these  two  great  counties, 
or  if  it  could  assist  in  solving  the  boundary  ques- 
tion. "On  the  banks  of  the  muddy  [or  muddled] 
Jangada"  might  just  as  well  be  the  title  of  a  waltz 
as  "Or,  the  Hue  Danube." 

— A  bright  spot  has  appeared  that  must  be  re- 
corded. The  secretary  of  the  Court  of  Appeals 
{Tribunal  da  Relacao)  informed  the  minister  of 
justice  on  July  2nd  last  that  he  had  nearly  5,000$ 
belonging  to  suitors,  who  had  apparently  been 
overcharged,  and  he  wants  to  know  what  he  is  to 
do  with  it.  The  minister  promptly  appointed  a 
commission  to  examine  into  the  matter.  Moral: 
the  secretary  might  as   well  have  kept  the  money. 

— As  foreigners  and  uninterested  parties  may  we 
heg  that  the  Pernambuco  authorities  will  not  move 
the  cathedral  from  Olinda  ?  There  is  a  political 
tension,  a  what-you-may-call  uneasiness  apparent 
about  Ibis  question,  that  might  precipitate  a  rev- 
olution, if  the  question  is  not  gently  handled. 
Banks  of  issue  and  freedom  of  worship  sink  into 
insignificance,  if  we  consider  what  might  happen 
were  the  bishop  and  his  lieutenants  sent  from 
Olinda  to  Pernambuco. 

—A  part  of  the  commission  under  Mr.  Anthony 
Taaffe  sent  out  by  a  syndicate  of  English  capital- 
ists to  purchase  lands  in  Parana  for  stock-raising, 
"as  just  returned  to  this  city.  We  understand 
that  the  commission  has  been  highly  successful, 
having  secured  200,001)  alqmires  [over  2,000,000 
at-resj  in  the  central  part  of  that  province,  admir- 
ably located  for  the  industry  contemplated,  and 
abundantly  supplied  with  water  and  pasturage.

The  continental  Exchanges  have  been  advanced  swiftly,  the 
receivers  of  coftee,  September  delivery,  have  the  matter  ap- 
parently in  their  own  hands,  and  have  put  up  prices  consider- 
ably; but  the  fluctuations  have  been  very  severe,  espeeially  in 
Hamburg,  Irom  79//  on  the  1st  inst.  to  <}$%,  then  to  185 
and  to  250  Pf  ■  subsequently  sellers  were  found  to  135  pf., 
more  recently  no  was  paid,  and  to-day's  quotation  is  Tip/, 
September,  157^  October,  <j*%  December  and  ojl{  pf  March. 
It  is  impossible  to  fathom  the  mischief  occasioned  by  the 
manipulation  of  the  cornering  in  Hamburg;  some  restrictions 

are  innv  being  unforced,  the  l.'arssc,  before  reiargni/ini;  .sales, 
requiring  that  Hills  of  Lading  should  be  shown  or  shipments 
guaranteed,  but  this  caution  comes  late,  and  may  probably 
give  more  assistance  to  present  holders  of  coffee  for  their 
operations  than  to  those  who  have  to  deliver,  the  advance  ol 
the  deposits  111  Havre  to  ion  fes,  per  bag  for  Sept.  — Oct. 
delivery,  and  12  fcs.  per  bag  for  subsequent  delivery,  may 
also  assist  such  a  course.  The  movements  are  startling  and 
losses  serious  ;  foi  Innately,  a  large  pro  port  inn,  il  is  expected, 
will  fall  upon  outside  speculators,  but  dealers  are  necessarily 
mixed  up  in  the  misfortune,  and  weakness  is  declared  in 
continental  markets,  as  well  as  in  London.  It  seems  a  ques- 
ti"ii  whether  steps  might  not  be  taken  to  lessen  in  some 
degree  proceedings  so  detrimental  to  the  regular  trade.  The 
Canadian  government,  according  to  a  paragraph  some  lime 
since  in  the  Times  newspaper,  recognizing-  the  evil,  passed  an 
Act  making  gambling  '  in  stocks  and  merchandise  a  mis- 
demenour,  punishable  by  five  years'  imprisonment  and  fine, 
no  doubt  a  very  extreme  course,  and,  one  would  think, 
scarcely  practicable.  Exchanges,  though  encouraging  undue 
speculation,  give  a  certain  degree  of  safety  by  ento rang  pay- 
ment of  deposits,  and  [or  importers'  purposes  they  have  many 
advantages.  Many  who  have  been  recent  operators  in  Ham- 
burg are  more  likely  for  the  future  to  divert  their  attention  to 
the  London  Clearing  House,  and  if  tins  could  in  some  respects 
be  remodelled,  it  would  have  more  success  llian  hilherl.. 

It  is  a  mistake  that  brokers,  or  in  fact  anyone,  personally 
interested  in  the  coffee  trade,  should  be  selected  as  directors. 
It  seems  to  us  also  a  mistake  ih.i  t  the  Clearing  1  louse  should 
limit  dealings  simply  to  those  who  pay  a  subscriber's  fee  nr 
puss  contracts  only  through  special  brokers,  As  Inng  as 
brokerage  is  paid  and  deposits  held,  the  Clearing  House 
retaining  the  option  as  at  present  of  refusing  the  registry  of 
contracts,  is  not  their  position  secure?  Another  main  point 
which  we  think  would  add  to  transactions  would  lie  to  admit 
contracts  for  smaller  quantities  than  5  10  bags,  and  to  allow,  as 
in  New  York,  the  sale  of  Brazilian  coftee,  either  Rio  or 
Santos,  uu'ess  specially  stipulaied  by  the  contracting  parlies 
at  the  time,  based  upon  three  samples  of  liio  and  three  nf 
Santos,  disregarding  altogether  the  term  "good  aver 
which  is  variable,  and  permitting  delivery  of  either  class  of 
coffee,  within  a  given  limit,  at  a  market  difference.
